Nicholas 
was in the care of the mother when the incident occurred. It is believed that the mother or stepfather caused 
Nicholas’ injuries. Nicholas' father was previously accused by the mother of being the individual responsible for 
these injuries on Nicholas. Nicholas’ father hasn't seen Nicholas since 01/11/2021. Nicholas’ father dropped 
Nicholas off at daycare on this day without any injuries. The mother took Nicholas’ father to court for the 
allegation, but she dropped the charge. The mother likely got angry because Nicholas was asking about his 
father, resulting in the injuries. Nicholas has expressed in the past that he doesn't want to go home to the 
mother's home when he is with his father. Nicholas has expressed that the mother spanks him hard. Nicholas 
Screams, cries, and hides when mother picks him up from his father's home.

Donovan Davis denied the allegations, he said his children have not been in his home for over 
three months. He said old stuff is being brought to the table. 


SURROUNDING CIRCUMSTANCES: 

CPI and Officer Delibertit observe Nicholas he appear to be free from marks and bruises, his mother, Melissa took off his shirt 
and his pants he was able to photo Nicholas, he was free from marks and bruises. There was a bruise located on his shin that 
appear to be from Child's Play. He was able to fix it. He then said that his mommy spank his hand and put him in his room for 

timeout because he was doing something in the kitchen he wasn't supposed to do. 


CPI and Officer Delibertit met with Melissa and she denied the allegations. She stated that Robert dropped Nicholas off, she 
then took him to the hospital due to his marks and bruises. She said that Nicholas was diagnosed with RSV when he was 3 
weeks old. She did not ever pushing him off the bed she said that he rolled off the bed he was taken to Trinity Hospital when 
he was a baby, there was a brain bleed however it was not because of injury it was because his skull wasn't fully formed. 
Nicholas only has a seizure when his temperature gets high, he has not had a seizure in over a year that is when she gives 
medication is when needed and he has a seizure. She said he has never have marks or bruises on his body when he is in her 
care, other than basic child play when he is outside playing on his scooter. She stated she is not taking medication for bipolar 
she does have depression and she does have a therapist that she is seeing. She said Robert is fighting her for Nicholas 
Robert because he is mad, she said this is the last time a incident will happened with marks and bruises on Nicholas, she 
Stated she told Robert this is his last time that he will be seeing Nicholas. She denies that anyone in the house smokes 
marijuana. She said of the last time that Donovan's kids were here at the home was 3 months ago they have not been here 
since and they do not live here. Melissa stated three weeks ago she went and picked up a truck from Donovan's home that 
was in both of their names she called Pinellas County Police Department to assist her she stated she has the child she needs 
transportation, and Robert was being nasty to her. She got the vehicle in her possession she then took the vehicle and traded 
it for a vehicle of her choice. 


Morris Clark, matemal grandfather said that Robert is pissed off about her taking the truck. He stayed at Robert told him his 
self that he's going to destroy Melissa's life. He deny all allegations he has no concerns for Melissa caring for the child he 


Donovan Davis, is the step father of Nicholas. He deny the allegations, he said it's old stuff being brought to the table. He 
Stated Robert is lying the information is old and incorrect. He said he has nothing more to add, his children have not been in 
this home and over three months, their mother and he are working with the court for mediation. 


Rachael Hentz, step-sister of Melissa. Stated she does not know what She is doing with Nicholas, she advised she has not 
been around them in over three years, she denied having any current information on the family, she said she is aware that 
Morse, matemal grandfather lives in the home and she feels like the home is not safe for Nicholas. 


Child Protection Team stated in notating the allegations for physical injury were not supported and the allegations for 
Munchausen syndrome by proxy was for to have no indication. Notes were read from the pediatrician notes and last visits. 


PRIORS: 


The department has been involved with the family since 2013 there have been allegations. In 2018 medical neglect(no 
indicator) and physical injury (no indicator) with victim child listed as Nicholas and alleged perpetrator Melissa Galli 2019 


Morse Clark (the materal grandfather, Morse Clark, does have a child sexual abuse conviction from 1991, he is not ever 
alone or in a caregiving role of the children), inadequate supervision (both no indicators).
